Michael  and  Andreas  Rooley  (Hoelley )  and  Andreas’s  son  John, 
sailed  from  Switzerland  on  the  ship  :i3rotherhoodt!  and  arrived  in 
Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  on  November  3,  1750. 

Andreas  Eooley  settle]  in  Lancaster  County  (now  Lebanon  County), 

Pa.  He  was  one  of  the  first  pioneer  settlers  of  the  Amish  Mennonite 
church  in  America.  His  occupation  was  farming. 

John  Hooley,  born  in  1759,  was  11  years  old  when  he  came  with  his 
father  to  Philadelphia;  he  married  Catherine  Blank,  who  was  also  from 
Switzerland.  He  received  137  acres  of  land,  price  $1215  ($8.86)  per 
acre  from  h‘s  wife.  He  settled  on  the  farm  in  Berks  County,  Pa.  in 
Berne  Township  and  is  listed  as  one  of  the  first  taxable  people  in 
1754  in  Berne  Township. 

He  was  ordained  an  Amish  Mennonite  minister  in  which  capacity  he 
labored  until  he  was  called  to  his  eternal  reward. 

In  April  1791,  he  moved  with  his  family  from  Lancaster  County,  ?a. 
to  Brown  Township,  Mifflin  County,  Pa.,  where  he  died  October  4,  18C5, 
aged  66  years. 

Tradition  says  that  the  early  members  of  the  family  were  low  in 
stature,  well  proportioned,  having  a  muscular  frame  capable  of  enduring 
great  hardships.

David  Hooley  cut  his  wheat,  rye  and  flax  with  the  3ycle.  Men 
and  women  14  years  of  age  and  older  all  went  to  cut  grain  in  harvest 
time*  The  men  flailed  the  grain  on  the  barn  floor.  The  flax  was 
used  for  clotn. 

Catherine  Hooley  cocked  on  the  fire  hearth  and  in  the  iron  kettle 
and  baked  in  the  Dutch  oven.  Later  she  did  the  baking  in  the  brick  out 
oven*  She  spun  her  flax  for  clothing  and  bedding,  and  carded  the  wool 
and  spun  it  into  yarn  on  the  spinning  wheel.  They  had  apple  butter 
frolics  to  boil  their  apple  butter* 

The  Hooley  farm  that  was  purchased  in  1791,  in  Mifflin  County, 
Brown  Township,  Pa.,  nas  been  in  the  Hooley  name  for  four  generations*

Christian  and  Mary  Hoolev  Kauffman  were  married  in  Mifflin  County, 
Pa.  They  emigrated  to  Logan  County,  Ohio  in  the  spring  of  1344.  They 
were  17  days  on  their  journey,  traveling  in  a  covered  wagon.  They 
arrived  at  West  Lloerty,  Ohio,  on  the  sixth  day  of  April  and  took  up 
housekeeping  one-half  mile  south  of  West  Liberty.  They  lived  in  a  log 
house  for  13  months.  They  cut  their  grain  with  the  sycle,  laser  with 
scythes,  then  with  mowers.  In  1370  the  self  rake  mower;  in  1333  the 
binder. 

Mary  Hooley  Kauffman  did  her  cooking  and  baking  on  the  hearth, 
in  the  Dutch  even  for  six  months,  then  got  a  cock  stove.  They  moved 
on  the  farm  of  90  acres,  six  miles  northwest  of  'West  Liberty*  lived 
in  a  log  house  of  two  rooms,  one  and  one -half  stories  high.  There 
were  nine  acres  of  cleared  land.  They  cleared  most  of  the  land,  made 
log  rollings  and  burned  the  logs.  All  of  the  sewing  she  did  by  hand 
until  in  1335  they  got  a  sewing  machine.  She  spun  yarn  on  the  spinning 
wheel,  and  knit  their  stockings.  They  built  a  bank  barn  in  th.9  year 
1354;  in  1357  they  built  a  new  house  of  six  rooms.  They  lived  13  years 
in  that  home.  In  February,  1359  they  moved  to  the  Kauffman  homestead 
In  Champaign  County,  Ohio,  where  they  lived  the  rest  of  their  lives. 

In  May,  1345  they  helped  to  organize  a  church  and  had  meetings 
In  their  dwelling  houses.  -Jonas  Troyer  and  Joseph  Kauffman  were  the 
ministers.  In  June,  1351,  Sunday  School  was  organized.  Their  address 
was  always  West  Liberty,  Ohio.
